Council response often takes months 


MEDWAY Council has posted 
dismal complaint response 
results - taking more than 100 
days to answer one enquiry. 

The council was shown to be among 
the worst 10 per cent of unitary 
authorities in the country when it 
comes to answering the Local 
Government Ombudsman’s questions. 

The sony statistic was revealed in 
the LGO’s annual review of the 
authority, published last week. 

The report shows the ombudsman 
investigated 94 complaints against 
the council between April 2008 and 
March of this year.

Council bosses took on average more 
than 40 days to respond to the ombuds¬ 
man’s enquiries and allowed 108 days 
- nearly four months - to pass before 
answering one housing queiy. 

The LGO report also shows 46 per 
cent of the complaints against 
Medway council were resolved by way 
of a ‘local settlement’ between the 
authority and the complainant - sub¬ 
stantially up on the 27 per cent nation¬ 
al average. 


These settlements resulted in a total 
of £4,850 of taxpayers’ money being 
paid out in compensation. 

The report’s findings have been crit¬ 
icised by Medway’s Labour and 
Liberal Democrat parties. 

Labour’s business support 
spokesman Glyn Griffiths said: “The 
report highlights significant failings 
on the council’s part. 

“The ombudsman also claims that 
the council is slow to apologise or offer 
recompense, and only does so when 
pressed. 

“It is this fact - that the Tories offer 
some shoddy services to residents, but

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Bus terminal 
spells end for 
The Paddock

PLANNING chiefs are 
expected to rubber-stamp 
controversial plans to build 
a bus terminal in Chatham 
town centre tonight. 

The proposal will see more than a 
dozen blossoming horse chestnut 
trees in The Paddock chopped down 
and the popular green space concret¬ 
ed over. 

Outraged residents, shoppers 
and traders gave the proposal a vote 
of no confidence during a period 
of public consultation last year, 
but council bosses decided to push 
forward with their plans. 

And if the Development Control 
Committee grants the scheme plan¬ 
ning permission at its meeting 
tonight - as is expected - the leafy 
trees will soon be uprooted. 

The situation has been slammed 
by a number of pressure groups and 
organisations, which have written to 
the council to voice their objections. 

The Frindsbury and Wainscott 
Community Association listed four 
criticisms. The association described 
the destruction of 22 mature trees as 
“deplorable” and the design and lay¬ 
out as “generally impractical”. 

A spokesman said: “We regret 
whole-heartedly the ignoring of pub¬ 
lic opinion in this matter.” 

The Open Spaces Society added: 
“This central Chatham gem is the 
only notable green space which gives 
relief from the dense urban complex 
of bricks and mortar and glass. The 
site is special for the public passing 
through, who are sheltered from the 
sun by the trees which are of size to 
feature as monuments in themselves.” 

The proposed bus station site runs 
between The Brook and Military

Road, reaching from Globe Lane car 
park to The Paddock. 

The planning document reads: “The 
application seeks consent for the 
construction of a dynamic bus station 
and new public space together with 
associated highways, drainage and 
landscaping works. 

“The proposed dynamic bus facility 
is intended to replace the existing 
severely substandard Pentagon bus 
station and forms part of a wider 
programme of regeneration propos¬ 
als for Chatham town centre.” 

The bus terminal plan comprises of 
six platforms with a total of 16 bus 
stands. Long shelters - arranged in 
three rows - will have entrances at 
each end. Doors to the buses will be 
controlled automatically when the 
bus arrives. 

Areas of public space are proposed 
for the area in front of The Pentagon 
Shopping Centre and adjacent to 
The Brook Theatre. 

Informal seating is proposed on the 
raised walls on the remaining part of 
The Paddock.

Teens charged after

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Powerboat racer dies 
after regatta collision

A WATERSPORTS enthusiast was 
killed in a horrific powerboat crash 
during Dover’s 11th annual regatta. 

Alex Edmonds, 41, from Lower Stoke, 
suffered serious head injuries after two of 
the speeding vessels collided on Saturday 
afternoon. 

Despite the best efforts of the emergency 
services, the Allhallows Yacht Club member 
died at the scene. 

Reports from witnesses suggest one of the 
boats - which were travelling at around 
60mph - hit a wave causing it to jump and 
skim across another boat and striking one of 
the passengers. 

Witnesses said Mr Edmonds was brought to 
shore in the boat and a tent was put up over it 
so as not to distress the crowds. 

Emergency services, including Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service, were on the scene within min¬ 
utes and a Kent Air Ambulance was scram¬ 
bled, although it was not used. 

Tory parliamentary candidate for Dover and 
Deal Charlie Elphicke said he spoke to one of 
the men who helped pull the speedboat to 
shore. 

“It is absolutely shocking,” he said. 

“The man I spoke to said the passenger was 
in a very bad state and wasn’t moving or mak¬ 
ing any noise when they towed him in, but the 
emergency services were fantastic and tried 
their best to help him. 

“It is such a tragedy. My heart goes out to the 
family. It was such a lovely day, people were 


smiling and having fun and then this awful 
tragedy happened.” 

Bill Fawcus, chairman of the Dover 
Seasports Development Trust which helps 
organise the regatta, said the powerboat 
racing was immediately stopped, but the 
victim’s parents asked for the other events 
to continue. 

“His family said Alex would have wanted the 
regatta to carry on so we went ahead with it 
except for powerboat racing,” he said. 

“This was a very sad and tragic accident and 
our hearts go out to his family and friends and 
also to his colleagues and competitors who 
were deeply shocked and saddened by what 
happened.” 


Paul Boland, from Dover, was on the seafront 
when disaster struck. 

He said: “I was strolling along taking pic¬ 
tures when I bumped into a couple of people 
saying something awful had happened. 

“I turned around and saw in the corner of the 
jetty a boat had been brought in and there was 
big tent over it. 

“The emergency services were working hard 
to try and help the man, but we heard he died 
at the scene. 

“Everyone was in shock and it felt very 
deflated down on the seafront.” 

The two-day regatta continued, but an inves¬ 
tigation is currently underway by the Marine 
Accident Investigation Board. 


Ten year prison 
term for brutal 
hammer attack 

A HAMMER-wielding thug who rained 
down blows on the head of a sleeping 
man has been jailed for ten years. 

James Alexander Brown, of Portland 
Road, Gillingham, attacked victim Peter 
Bangay with the tool in April of last year. 

The 37-year-old was sentenced at 
Maidstone Crown Court today after 
pleading guilty to grievous bodily harm 
with intent. 

The court heard how Brown attacked 
his 41-year-old victim after attending 
a house party in Sturdee Avenue, 
Gillingham, on April 12 last year. 

South African-born Mr Bangay, 41, 
from Gillingham, was asleep in his car 
outside the property. He was left with 
serious head injuries and slipped into 
a coma and is still being treated at the 
specialist Cambridge hospital. 

Coma 

After sentencing Detective Sergeant 
Andy Henshaw said: “This was a violent 
attack on a man who had no chance of 
defending himself and has still not 
recovered from the injuries he received. 

“Mr Bangay remains in hospital and 
requires around the clock medical care. 

“He was in a coma until June 8, but 
can only move his left arm and still has 
trouble speaking. He is dependent on 
nursing staff and his life will never be 
the same again. 

“We are really pleased with the length 
of sentence and that a dangerous offend¬ 
er has been removed from Medway for 
what was a rare but very serious assault.” 

Joanne Shearer, 32, was also sentenced 
at Maidstone Crown Court. She pleaded 
guilty to perverting the course of justice. 

Shearer admitted to taking clothing 
from the crime scene and washing them 
in an attempt to destroy evidence. She 
was sentenced to eight months in prison.

won’t say sorry - that is the most 
damning aspect of this report. 

‘We’ve been promised improve¬ 
ments before, but I’d advise people 
not to hold their breath.” 

Lib Dem spokesman Andy Stamp 
added: “Not only have the council’s 
own procedures come under criti¬ 
cism, but the official responses to 
the ombudsman are so poor they fall 
well below the national average for 
unitary councils. 

‘Yet again the Tory-run Council 
has taken its eye off the ball and for¬ 
gotten that the council’s primary 
purpose is to serve the public. 

“We get a lot of feedback on the 
doorstep about the way the council 
ignores residents’ complaints, but it 
still comes as a bit of a shock to find 
out officially just how bad things are.” 

Libl Dem group leader, Maureen 
Ruparel, said: “Trying to get 
housing complaints dealt with can 
take months before problems are 
resolved and the attitude towards 
the public leaves a lot to be desired.” 

No-one from Medway’s Conservative 
group was available for comment. 

Of the complaints dealt with by 
the ombudsman, 22 were education- 
related, 11 were based on planning 
issues, eight were in both highways 
and housing and four were linked to 
adults care services.

A statement released by Medway 
Council read: “It is with deep sadness 
that we report the death of Jean Royle. 

“Cllr Royle and his wife had been 
married for 35 years. Their daughter, 
Karen Woolhouse, is currently one of 
the Mayor’s two escorts and is the 
official Mayoress. 

“Cllr Royle has two granddaughters; 
Leona who is working in Majorca, and 
Ingrid who works in Harlow. 

“During their years of marriage, 
Mr and Mrs Royle both enjoyed trav¬ 
elling and continued to do so until 
about 12 years ago before she 
became too poorly with progressive 
Alzheimer’s disease and Parkinson’s.

Parents'appeal 
for missing son 
to get in touch

THE concerned parents of a 
man who has been missing for 
nearly two months have made an 
emotional plea for him to make 
contact. 

John and Marion Lambert urged 20-year- 
old Richard McGregor Lambert - their eldest 
son - to pick up the phone and let them know 
he is safe and well. 

The moving appeal was made at a press 
conference at Medway police station last 
Wednesday - seven weeks after Richard was 
last seen. 

When asked if he had a message for his 
son, who has turned 20 since he disappeared, 
dad John said: “Just let us know you’re okay. 

“You don’t have to do anything else. If you 
want to come home there’s still a roof over 
your head for you. If you have chosen anoth¬ 
er lifestyle that’s fine by us, but just let us 
know. “The not knowing is the worst bit. I’d 
just like to know he’s okay.” 

Switched off 

Richard was last seen in the early hours of 
Saturday, June 13, in Maidstone. 

He had been enjoying a night out with his 
girlfriend and friends and had planned to 
spend the night at a friend’s house nearby. 

After having a disagreement with his girl¬ 
friend Richard drove his car - a distinctive 
Ford Fiesta ST 500 - to services near the Ml. 

He then drove back to his home in Fowey 
Close, Chatham, at around 5.45am, but left 
soon afterwards. The car has not been found. 

Richard used his mobile phone at 6.10am, 
but it has been switched off since. 

He has not used a debit card and his pass¬ 
port is still at home. 

Detective Inspector Ann Lisseman said: 

“Nothing that we have established suggests 
Richard has taken his own life or otherwise 
so we are treating him as missing. 

‘We need him to get in contact. His parents 
are traumatised. He can contact the missing 
person helpline, his parents or even myself. 

We just need to know he is safe and well.” 

Richard is described as white, 5ft 9in, has 
a stocky build, with short light brown hair 
and blue eyes. He was last seen wearing a

Bridge fall woman saved 

A WOMAN is lucky to be alive after plum¬ 
meting off the M2 motorway bridge into the 
mudflats below. 

The 26-year-old, from Northfleet, fell from 
the bridge on the evening of August 3. The 
impact left her buried up to her neck in the 
mud. She would have drowned had it not been 
for the brave actions of police officer Andre 
Smuts and part-time off duty coastguards. 

The men scrambled across the mud and 
managed to keep the woman’s head above 
water until the coastguard were able to 
arrive and pull her to safety. 

Acting Superintendent Mick Judge paid 
tribute to the men, saying: “The actions of 
these individuals was very courageous. We are 
sure that without their quick thinking and 
brave conduct this woman would have died. 

The woman has not been named. 

Kent police are not treating the incident as 
suspicious.

QHow did you get into drawing cartoons? 

A Like most cartoonists, it’s something I’ve 
done since I was a child. Cartooning has 
always been there. About 12 years ago I start¬ 
ed sending gag cartoons to magazines on an 
on-spec basis and managed to get published 
fairly regularly. Then I set up a portfolio web¬ 
site and an online blog and began getting 
commissioned work. Five years ago I gave up 
the day job and became a full-time freelancer. 


Q 


Where do you get your inspiration? 


A This is almost the dreaded ‘Where do you 
get your ideas from?’ question. To which I 
usually reply ‘Belgium’. But I’ll try to give a 
sensible answer. The inspiration is all around 
us. It’s in things people say and do, items on 
the TV or papers, new buzz-words and so on. 


Q 


Where are your cartoons featured? 


A They can be seen in magazines here and 
abroad in publications such as Private Eye, 
Reader’s Digest and The Spectator. I’ve 
worked for BBC Magazines, Oxford University 
Press, Channel 4 News and the Green Party, 
among others. The most unusual commission 
I’ve ever had was the request to come up with 
six cartoons on the subject of “anaerobic diges¬ 
tion”. That’s the process of turning waste into 
biofuels. A tricky one, but I managed it. 


Q 


Tell us a little bit about your background 


A I’m from Catterick in North Yorkshire. I’m 
41 and now live in Broadstairs with my 
wife and two young children. We moved to the 
area from London five years ago. I was a jour¬ 
nalist there for 10 years. It was a great job, but 
I was selling cartoons in my spare time and 
knew I really wanted to do that as a career. 
Not the most sensible of moves financially 
because freelancing is always precarious, but 
cartooning scores high in job satisfaction. 

Q What keeps you in Thanet r when London must be a more 
convenient location? 

A Not really, you can work anywhere as a 
cartoonist because commissions come via 
the internet and cartoons can be delivered by 
email. A lot of cartoon-related events take 
place in London, though, so I’d be lying if I said 
living in Broadstairs is never an inconven¬ 
ience, especially when you get the midnight 
train home and hear those three words that 
send terror through your soul: ‘replacement 
bus service’. But being at the beach-hut with 
an ice-cream from Morelli’s makes up for it.

Who are your heroes?

Where do you see yourself in five years? 


A Hopefully selling more cartoons and not 
worrying about working in a recession. A 
regular slot in a high-profile newspaper is the 
dream. I’ll also be on the telly later this year as 
part of a team from the Professional Cartoon¬ 
ists’ Organisation who will be challenging the 
quiz experts on BBC2’s Eggheads.

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'Well keep wonder 
carp safe from nuts'

AS Britain’s fishermen mourn 
the death of Benson the common 
carp, the country’s biggest carp of 
all is thriving in a Kent lake. 

Weighing in at a hefty 671b 14oz, Two 
Tone, as the mirror carp is known, continues 
to grow at Conningbrook Lake in Willes- 
borough. 

The world of angling has gone into shock 
after it emerged that Benson - who at 641b 
2oz was the country’s largest common carp - 
was possibly killed by the use of nuts as bait, 
which is as good as a lethal poison to carp. 

There is no such danger that Two Tone will 
meet a similar fate, said Chris Logsdon, the 
fisheries manager for Mid Kent Fisheries. 

He said: “Just 75 people a year are allowed 
to fish the Ashford lake Two Tone is in, and 
they have been monitored for about a year to 
ensure they are proper anglers before we 
allow them on there.” 

He said only those who are fanatical about 
the sport were allowed near the lake, and 
several of them had still not managed to 
hook Two Tone, despite years of trying. 

Chris, who runs 29 lakes in the South

East, said: “Some of them are spending thou¬ 
sands of pounds on their equipment in the 
hope of getting the big one. 

“But there’s about 30 acres of water and 
just 30 fish in there, so catching Two Tone is 
tough. 


“He has been hooked a few times, but he is 
good at not being caught, which just ramps 
up the challenge. 

“There is a lot of competition among them 
to catch the biggest and best fish, and so 
some of the fish become well known. 

“One guy has been trying to catch Two 
Tone for 15 years.” 

Benson died in what is called a day-ticket 
fishery, which means that anyone is allowed 
to take a chance at catching him. 

Chris said: “We don’t run things like that 
here. There are very strict controls and we 
don’t let just anyone fish here. 

“They need to be proper anglers who know 
what they are doing. 

“It preserves the environment and it 
keeps the fish in good condition. That is just 
the way I run things. The fish need to be pro¬ 
tected. 

“I am a chartered environmentalist and 
have been doing this for 30 years, and that’s 
why we have a good name around the coun¬ 
try. 

“The cost of a 301b carp is around £3,500, 
so this is big business. 

“If you don’t have a fish of 301b, no one is 
interested in fishing that lake. They only put 
on about two pounds a year. To have Two 
Tone, who is about 30 years old, is a bit of a 
freak of nature.” 


Stay healthy and 
safe this summer 

HEALTH bosses have launched a campaign to 
help people have fun and stay healthy during this 
summer. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent said that after 
last summer more than 2,500 sexually transmit¬ 
ted infections (STIs) were diagnosed in the area. 

In a bid to ensure travellers don’t bring back an 
unwanted souvenir from their summer holidays, 
top tips include buying a 
pack of condoms in addi¬ 
tion to your normal contra¬ 
ception and keeping them 
away from oil-based prod¬ 
ucts such as sun lotion, 
baby oil and lipstick. 

As well as advice about 
protecting yourself from 
STIs, the campaign also 
focuses on staying safe in 
the sun. 

The PCT said skin can¬ 
cer was one of the most 
common cancers in the 
UK and some 1,700 people 
were being treated for 
malignant melanoma and 
other skin cancers in east 
Kent. 

Advice is to use sunblocks or sunscreens of at 
least factor 15, ensure children are protected with 
factor 30 and babies with 50-plus. 

By using the NHS Choices website when deal¬ 
ing with health issues such as sunburn and wasp 
stings (www.nhs.co.uk), or by calling NHS Direct 
on 0845 46 47 you can receive the health advice 
you need 24 hours a day, Ms Andrews said.

It’s decision time for hare-coursing 
in Ireland. This is the month when, 
traditionally, the Minister for the 
Environment decides whether or 
not to allow another season of this 
legalised cruelty. 

His decision will relate specifically 
to the granting of a licence to the 
country’s coursing clubs allowing 
them to capture hares for use as live 
bait in coursing. 

If, as in previous years, the 
Department of the Environment 
opts to authorise the hare-netting, 
coursing events will again be staged 
from the end of September. 

At these, the hares will be forced 
to run from greyhounds in large 
wired enclosures, to escape through 
a narrow hatch... or be mauled, 
injured, killed, or tossed about like 
broken dolls - all for the purpose of 
fun and gambling. 

Many of the targeted hares will 
never see coursing day. 

They will die of injuries 
sustained while being netted or in 
the course of the unnatural captivity 
to which they are subjected. 

If, however, the minister withholds 
the hare-netting licence, there can 
be no coursing. Without hares to 
course, the baiting events would 
have to be cancelled. 

There are two factors that offer 
a glimmer of hope to the long- 
suffering hare. The first is the 
obvious fact that the Minister for 


the Environment, John Gormley, is 
leader of a party pledged to banning 
hare-coursing. 

The second factor is the Irish 
government’s official acceptance 
that the Irish Hare is now an 
endangered species. 

Hunting and coursing increase the 
mounting pressure on this gentle 
and inoffensive creature.

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Living like a god in sunny Cyprus

FROM the moment I touched 
down in southern Cyprus, I was 
whisked into another realm. 

I was off to cavort with the gods - in a 
junior suite at The Amathus, a hotel perched 
on the seafront and a stone’s throw from the 
centre of old-town Paphos. 

My room was palatial, with beautiful marble 
bathroom, minimalist Manhattan-style decor 
and a private, floodlit plunge-pool. 

A welcoming - and welcome - bottle of 
champagne set the tone, and a sophisticated 
bunch of flowers brought some Cypriot 
warmth to the room. 

I began my days like any self-respecting 
Goddess: indulgently. Breakfast on the sun¬ 
drenched terrace was, predictably, a feast from 
the heavens. 

On the first morning I opted for American 
pancakes with maple syrup and wafer-thin 
bacon. And I would have stopped there, only I 
spotted the cereal bar. 

But gods must concern themselves with 
higher matters, and leaving gastronomic 
delights behind me I made my way deeper into 
the ancient world. 

UNESCO has recently added the whole 
town of Paphos to its World Heritage list, and 
not without reason. 

Once the island’s capital, Paphos is now 
famous for the remains of the Roman gover¬ 
nor’s palace, with its strikingly well-preserved 
mosaics of times long past. 

Wandering around these ruins opens a door 
into another world, bringing history sharply 
into focus and leaving the wide-eyed explorer 
feeling humbled. 

Cyprus, the third-largest Mediterranean 


island, is at the crossroads of three continents. 

The geographical position has, since antiqui¬ 
ty, played an important part in its turbulent 
history, while the influences of Africa, Asia and 
Europe abound. 

At my first stop, the Tombs of the Kings, I 
felt like I’d been dropped on to the set of some 
epic fantasy film. The large necropolis, lying 
just over a mile north-west of Paphos Harbour 
and carved out of solid rock, dates back to the 
Hellenistic and early Roman periods. 

Named due to their magnificence, the tombs 
are open to all and are remarkably untouched 
- a lack of tourist barriers means visitors can 
wander at leisure into the caverns, seemingly 
discovering them for the first time. 

Moving further inland, you can visit prehis¬ 
toric settlements, Greek temples, Roman the¬ 
atres, Byzantine churches and monasteries. 


Tranquil villages are scattered over inland 
regions, dotted with churches where old tradi¬ 
tions and customs have been kept alive. Those 
wanting a complete picture of the island need 
to allow for a longer visit than the few days I 
had. 

One trip to the lesser-developed area of Polis 
in the south was well worth a couple of hours 
on the road. Nestling in the Mediterranean 
landscape, the Saint Neophytos Monastery 
and the Egkleistra - a small cave carved out of 
the rock face by a hermit in the 12th century - 
were also must-sees. 

Is it possible to have too much of the sights 
and sounds of Cyprus? Not in three days, and 
probably not in three lifetimes - this is when 
it helps to be immortal. 

Unfortunately for me, I had a flight to catch: 
I wasn’t bom a goddess, after all.

BBC Two, 8pm, Wednesday 

SINCE the infernal credit crunch, 
economic downturn, financial slump, 
recession, or whatever you want to call 
the monetary hell many of us are 
going through began, the box has 
been full of shows telling us how to 
pinch pennies to navigate our way 
through the whole ruddy mess. 

BBC Two has hopped on to the 
money-saving bandwagon, but instead 
of telling us to fill up our cars with 
chip-fat it is showing us how to make 
savings by really thinking about what 
goes in the oven and into the dark 
recesses of the freezer.

£925m plan to restart 
development projects 

THE Government has announced a 
£925 million initiative that could allow 
work to recommence on 270 stalled 
development projects across England. 

According to the Housing Minister 
John Healey, the scheme could get build¬ 
ing work on 22,400 homes back on track 
and create 20,000 jobs. 

Every region already has projects 
shortlisted under the Kickstart 
Programme, which forms part of Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown’s Housing 
Pledge. 

More than 8,600 of the homes created 
by the scheme will be for affordable rent 
or sale, with two-thirds built to a stan¬ 
dard above building regulations, in an 
attempt to cut C02 emissions and 
reduce energy bills for the families that 
live in them. 

More than a third of the funding will 
go to housing associations and slightly 
under one-fifth to support developers in 
the form of direct grants, but only where 
firms cannot obtain finance from other 
sources. 

In addition, the Government expects 
almost half the money to be repaid with¬ 
in five years. 

'Change of use'law not 
good new for landlords 

LANDLORDS already having to cope 
with legislation surrounding the rental 
market may find themselves hit with 
extra costs and work if Government pro¬ 
posals come into force. 

The housing market downturn has led 
to a proliferation of landlords who have 
arrived in the sector almost by default as 
homeowners who need to relocate, but 
are unable to sell, turn to the rental mar¬ 
ket for a solution. 

According to experts, ministers are 
proposing changes that will affect hous¬ 
es in multiple occupation, such as stu¬ 
dent accommodation. 

One is that a ‘change of use’ under plan¬ 
ning law could be required if the number 
of people occupying a rental property 
exceeds three unrelated individuals. 

The cost of obtaining the consent, plus 
the risk of a void period cropping up 
during the process, could therefore add 
to the burden of both amateur and pro¬ 
fessional landlords. 

The Residential Landlords Association 
has said it will fight the changes, which 
are aimed at preventing residential 
areas in certain cities becoming predom¬ 
inantly occupied by students.

PROPERTY lending reached a 14- 
month high in June, but is still far 
below traditionally normal levels, 
according to the latest figures 
revealed by Bank of England. 

And financial experts say the lack of 
finances available to would-be homebuyers is 
holding back the recovery in the market. 

The bank said mortgage approvals were up 
35.2 per cent on June last year at 47,584, but 
this figure represented only about half the pre¬ 
vious average figure of 93,400 monthly mort¬ 
gage approvals. 

And it is a sign that despite pent-up demand, 
property buyers are simply not able to access 
the finance they need, real estate experts warn. 

The whole issue of lack of finance is holding 
back a property sector revival, analysts believe. 

New figures from Nationwide, the UK’s 
largest building society, show that prices 
increased 1.3 per cent in July, the fourth 
increase in five months. 

Its chief economist Martin Gahbauer said 
that tight supply, pent-up demand and histor¬ 
ically low interest rates had been enough to 
produce a bounce in prices despite the econom¬ 
ic downturn and lack of finance. 

But questions remain over the stability of 
property prices and restrictive lending criteria 
still being used by banks. 

There is still a great deal of concern over the 
state of the economy and long-term employ¬ 
ment figures, suggesting growth in mortgage 
lending will be slow at best. 

“These figures are positive news, but it is 
still extremely difficult to arrange mortgage 
finance for the majority of prospective buyers. 

“Unless you have a sizeable deposit, a good 
salary, a safe job and a faultless credit history, 
you'll struggle to be accepted for a loan,” said 


AS housebuilding activity rises again with the 
market becoming more active Ward Homes 
is warning youngsters to stay away from 
construction sites during the school summer 
holidays. 

While areas where building work is going on 
can look like exciting places for children to 
play, they also pose serious dangers, said the 
housebuilder. 

“Youngsters are often on the lookout for 
somewhere new and exciting to play, but con¬ 
struction sites are not adventure play¬ 
grounds,” said John Reed, construction direc¬ 
tor for Ward Homes. 

“As the school holidays are with us again, it 
is important to remind children and their par¬ 
ents about the potential dangers of building 
sites and the need to stay away from them. 

“We have active sites across the region and

Paul Samter, economist at the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders, believes that any recovery 
will be slow and drawn out. 

He said: “The outlook is still sluggish as 
capacity constraints on the lending industry 
and continuing deterioration in the labour 
market will act as a brake on the pick up.” 

The latest figures from the Building Societies 
Association also indicate a slight improvement 
in lending. Its data shows that gross mortgage

The Leaf not only has the right name 
for a zero-emission car, but also looks the 
part while being able to cover 100 miles 
on its lithium-ion batteries; 80 per cent 
of their capacity can then be restored by 
a 30-minute charge - the nose panel 
conceals the charging point. 

Pricing should be competitive too 
since, unlike hybrids, an electric car is 
less complex and cheaper to make.

Peugeot supermini style 
still attractive to buyers 


IT took time for Peugeot to hit the 
mark on superminis, but it has 
been on target ever since. 

The purple patch stretches back to the 1980s 
205, which became the best-selling Peugeot of 
all time during a 14-year run, only for the 
record to be smashed by its 206 successor. 

That car was only partially replaced by the 
207 tested here, continuing as a bargain base¬ 
ment alternative built in Slovakia. 

The bigger 207 wears its size well with sharp 
styling, a deep window line and huge sweeping 
headlamps. Not surprisingly, it is also roomier 
and more comfortable inside than the 206, 
even if the raked back cramps rear seating 
and headroom and costs some boot space, 
though the 60/40 split seats fold flat to create 
a van-like rear. 

The airy cabin was enhanced on the test car 
by the optional Cielo panoramic roof - a no- 
brainer really at £400 extra - and all this light 
falls on quality materials and an excellent 
dashboard layout far superior to the old 206’s. 

Extra audio controls are mounted on a wide 
stalk to the right of the steering column; obvi¬ 
ously cheaper than attaching them to the

wheel itself yet easily accessible whatever 
steering lock is applied. A lack of cabin 
stowage is the only real concern. 

Once on the move, you re-discover Peugeot’s 
forte in supermini chassis designs that consis¬ 
tently deliver a good drive with decent ride 
comfort. 

The 207 grips well and can be pressed hard, 
with well-controlled body roll on the comers. 

Engine choice runs from the lively 1.4-litre 
entry petrol engine - a better way into 207 
ownership than it appears - to mainstay 1.6- 
litre petrol variants and two similar capacity 
diesel line-ups. 

Our high level Sport spec test car had the 
1.6-litre HDi diesel unit in mid-range 90bhp 
output, which is a fine all-rounder (model 
price: £14,495). 

It can be a bit raucous when cold and under 
pressure, but there is plenty of pulling power 
for safer exiting of junctions or overtaking, 
though the five-speed gearbox feels vague. 

The 207 can look pricey, but has to be on any 
supermini shopping list and the current Verve 
special edition is a good deal from £12,040 
with alloys and air con as standard.

Jackson notched a hat-trick and both Mark 
Bentley and Adam Miller were also on target 
to briefly send the club top of the table. 

Stimson, who described it as a “dream start”, 
was delighted with the display but feels it 
makes no difference to the squad’s ambitions 
this season. 

“The big picture is to survive because I know 
the division is tough” he said. “Maybe a result 
like this other teams might look at it and 
think ‘hold on, when we go there we’ve got to 
give Gillingham the respect they deserve’ and 
then it becomes even harder. 

“For me let’s survive until Christmas and 
let’s hopefully be in a good position where I can 
knock on the chairman’s door and say Took, if 
you are serious about doing something it’s 
going to take some investing’.” 

The club could pay their first transfer fees of 
the summer this week as they step up their 
chase to bring Danny Jackman back to the 
club. Gillingham were due to contact 
Northampton earlier this week to continue 
negotiations after the first bid was reportedly 
rejected. 

The 26-year-old played two seasons for 
Gillingham before leaving for the Cobblers in 
2007. He is reportedly keen to return to 
Priestfield and has handed in a transfer 
request. 

Stimson also reiterated he would remain 
interested in signing top target Chris Dickson 


until the final week of the transfer window, 
which closes at the end of the month. The 
Priestfield boss laughed off Charlton manager 
Phil Parkinson’s suggestion of swapping 
Dickson for Jackson. 

Jackson himself was delighted to notch his 
first hat-trick for the club on Saturday but was 
keen to emphasise the role his team-mates 
played. 


He said: “As a striker you want goals so it’s 
good to get it done on the first day and back it 
up with a good performance from the whole 
team. I realise I need the service and [on 
Saturday] it was magnificent.”
